to regulate the importation of nur­ 
sery stock and other plant product.?

m anner as may best serve

crease in any pest. 
It is estimated that the loss due to 
insect pests of farm products, includ­ 
ing fruits and livestock, now exceed* 
t i e sum of one billion dollars annu­ 
ally. The Ran Jose scale, the cod 
dling moth or apple worm, the cottoi 
toll weevil, the Hessian fly and the 
wheat plant louse are only a few of 
the most important of 
these.

Ran Jose scale attacks orchards and 
destrovs millions of 
dollars’ worth 
of fruit each year.
